A few minutes earlier, the 61-year-fld hog breeder from Clinton County walked wdth unfaltering 
tread from his cell in the Ohio Penitentiary death house to pay the penalty ordered by the state for a 
crime that occurred on Thanksgiv ing Ev e of 1943 near 
Washington Court House. 
The state charged Collett wiped out the McCoy fam­ 
ily so that the prosperous McCoy farm would . o to the 
Collett family because of their relationship. 
Displaying no emotion, but resolute and rev erent, the 
frail, white-haired Clinton County farmer paid with his 
life for shooting to death his wife's brother. Elmer Mc­ 
Coy, 59, McCoy’s wife, Forrest. 64, and their 22-year-old 
school teacher daughter, Mildred. 
Collett, denied a last desperate appeal for clemency 
by Gov . Frank J. Lausche. walked eight steps from his 
death house cell to Ohio's lethal chair with an unfaltering 
tread. 
His only gesture was to mop the side of his face 
with his left hand. 
He lowered himself without assistance into the chair, 
sat rigidly erect and mov ed his lips in silent prayer. 
As guards strapped him into the chair and fastened 
killing electrodes to his pallid-fleshed right calf and to his 
head, Collett joined Prison Chaplains K. E. Wall, Protest­ 
ant, and George Rouke, Catholic, in repeating the Lord's 
Prayer. 
As the chaplains ended the prayer, Collett prayed: 
“Oh. God. I am so glad I can go without pain 
“God. who forgiv eth all, lead us to our heav enly 
home. 
The lest sentence was spoken as a black mask was 
slipped ov er his ashen face, and there was 
silence 
for 
more than a minute before, at a signal from Warden Frank 
coursed through Collett's body. 
The first charge lasted 10 seconds, and 
the 
current was reduced to 550 v olts 
for 40 seconds,

TOXEMIA, o r po iso ning, is a 
co nditio n that may develo p du ring 
the childbearing perio d. It is a 
serio u s distu rbance and has ac­ 
co u nted fo r the lo ss o f many 
mo thers. 
While the nu mber o f deaths 
fro m it has been redu ced, it is still 
a very definite danger to life, and 
there sho u ld be no delay in treat­ 
ing it when it o ccu rs. 
Even mo re impo rtant, acco rding 
to Do cto r Edward A Schu mann o f 
Philadelphia, is the u se o f meas­ 
u res to keep to xemia fro m devel­ 
o ping. It is his belief that to xemia 
is a disease o f the nu tritio n and 
that it rarely develo ps when preg­ 
nant wo men are given the pro per 
fo o d, starting du ring the first few 
weeks o f the childbearing time. 
Distu rbances in the thyro id gland, 
pitu itary gland and o ther parts o f 
the bo dy may he fo u nd after to xe­ 
mia has develo ped, bu t Do cto r 
Schu mann believes that all o f 
the?o things are seco ndary to the 
diso rdered nu tritio n. 
The diet which Do cto r Schu ­ 
mann reco mmends fo r preventing 
to xemia is made u p o f fru it, baco n, 
who le-wheat 
bread

bread, and a beverage fo r break­ 
fast; a small amo u nt o f meat, a 
green vegetable, a slice o f bread 
and bu tter and o ne-half glassfu l 
o f water at lu nchtime; and so u p,

sert, su ch as u nsweetened cu stard, 
in the evening. 
Flu ids are no t u sed at mealtime 
except in small qu antities. A glass 
o f water is dru nk u po n arising 
*nd three ho u rs after each meal. 


A ho t hath is taken every seco nd 
night, fo llo wed by vigo ro u s ru b­ 
bing o f the skin with the hands. A 
walk in the o pen air is taken twice 
a day. 
To xemia first sho ws itself by a 
rise in the blo o d pressu re. Then 
there may he swelling o f the far« 
and the legs. There is a to o rapid 
gain in weight and albu min is 
fo u nd in the u rine.
